In response 
to the 
request 
of 
Ralph O. Averett, representing u n ­ 
employed men in Palm Springs, the 
city council this m orning adopted a 
resolution requesting 
the 
em ploy­ 
m ent of local men on 
the 
cut-off, 
now und er construction, from U. S. 
H ighw ay 99 
to State Highway 111 
near th e Palm Springs railw ay sta­ 
tion. 
T he resolution sets forth that 
work on the project is now in the 
early stages and th at it will require 
the em ploym ent of a large num ber 
of w orkm en; that the local unem ­ 
ployed m en are “registered and en ­ 
rolled w ith the California State R e­ 
em ploym ent Service, and it is the 
understanding of th e 
city council 
that th e men employed on such a 
project are required 
to be chosen 
from m en so registered and enrolled 
in this area, despite which there is 
at present only one resident of Palm 
Springs employed on said project.” 
Certified copies of the resolution 
w ere sent to the S tate Highway D e­ 
partm ent, to D im m itt & Taylor, the 
general contractors; to the C alifor­ 
nia S tate Relief A dm inistration, and 
to the County Bo^ird of Supervisors. 
The resolution received the unan­ 
imous vote of the council.

Claim Request 
Too Late for 
Legal Action 


The city disincorporalion election 
w ill be held on June 21st. as ordered 
by the city council 
several 
weeks 
ago. according to a resolution adopt­ 
ed by the council this morning. 
Attorney Thomas A. Lipps. repre­ 
senting 78 citizens who had signed 
a request that their names be w ith­ 
drawn from the disincorporation pe­ 
tition. which they had signed pre­ 
viously. appeared 
before 
the city 
council Wednesday evening and ask­ 
ed the council to rescind the resolu­ 
tion calling the 
election 
and then 
hold public hearings 
so that those 
who had signed the petition through 
misunderstanding and others in fa­ 
vor of incorporation might be heard. 
Thomas A. O'Donnell also spoke 
at the meeting. He said the council 
should recognize that the majority 
of the citizens don't want the city 
disincorporated, and that therefore 
the city should be saved the expense 
of the election. 
The matter was referred to the 
city council, sitting as a committee. 
They met Wednesday evening and 
studied the legal aspects in confer­ 
ence with the 
city attorney. 
The 
council met again at 8:15 this morn­ 
ing and denied the request on the 
ground that "the right to withdraw 
signatures from a petition is limited 
to the period before filing of the pe­ 
tition which gives a reasonable time 
for reconsideration to the signer, and 
also protects the petition when com­ 
pleted and turned over to the proper 
authorities." 
The request to w ith­ 
draw the 78 names from the petition 
was not made until after the elec­ 
tion was 
advertised 
by 
the city 
council. 
Following is the resolution adopt­ 
ed by the city council this morning: 
T he city council sincerely appreciates 
the spirit and efforte of Mr Llpps and 
Mr. Averett and the requests of said 
persons to have th eir nam es w ithdraw n 
from said petition, all in an endeavor 
to reach a betier understanding am ong 
all concerned in the Interest of a u n i­ 
fied and progressive city of Palm Springs. 
T he city council has thoroughly con­ 
sidered these m atters and the legal ad ­ 
vice of th e city attorney In regard th ere­ 
to an d are of th e opinion th a t It Is not 
legally possible for th e council a t this 
tim e and a t this stage of th e proceed­ 
ings, to allow the w ithdraw al of th e sig­ 
n atures of any qualified electors of th e 
city of Palm Springs from salt! petition 
even though their nam es may have been 
placed thereon through inadvertence or 
upon Insufficient reflection 
or 
even 
th ro u g h m isrepresentation. 
The council 
Is advised th a t courts of th is sta te have 
held th a t on principle electors whose 
nam es have been placed upon a petition 
un d er such circum stances should n o t be 
irrevocably bound thereby b u t should be 
perm itted to correct any error In th a t 
regard and assume th eir true position 
w ith regard to the proposed m easure If 
th is can be done w ithout Injury to the 
Initiative system, b u t th a t In order not 
to destroy the initiative procedure and 
In order th a t the proponents of 
any 
m easure may be able to rely upon signa­ 
tu res obtained and not continually forc­ 
ed to seek new ones to take th e place 
of w ithdraw als, and thereby 
possibly 
never be able to prepare a proper peti­ 
tion 
w ithin the lim ited period which 
usually exists, the rig h t of w ithdraw als 
Is lim ited to the period before filing of 
the petition which elves a reasonable 
tim e for reconsideration to the signer, 
and also protects the petition when com ­ 
pleted and turned over to th e proper 
authorities. 
Tire council also Is advised th a t the 
courts of th is state have held th a t the 
statem en t of grounds for circulation cf 
the petition Is Intended solely for the 
Inform ation of the electors and w hether 
citizens, th e council, or th e courts re­ 
gard them as sufficient, Is Im material. 
T he petition for disincorporation hav­ 
ing been filed w ith the council and the 
council having determ ined same to be 
sufficient and having called the election 
for Ju n e 21st. 1939. and having caused 
th e giving notice of th e election—and 
all th ese things having been done prior 
to receipt of said requests and letter the 
council Is therefore required to proceed 
w ith the election and has no authority 
or rig h t to do otherwise. 
Now therefore, be It resolved, th a t said 
report and 
recom m endations be 
and 
they are hereby approved, ratified and 
confirm ed, and 
Be it fu rth er resolved, th a t the citv 
council take no action by reason of said 
m atters so presented to It a t Its m eet­ 
ing of May 17th. 1939. 


A fter Councilman Jack W illiams 
h ad m oved the adoption this m orn­ 
ing of a resolution to deny the re ­ 
q u est of Thomas Lipps and 78 others 
and to continue w ith the June 21 
election, 
and 
the 
resolution 
had 
been seconded by Councilm an Clif­ 
ton, Mr. Lipps got to his feet and 
pleaded w ith the council not to pass 
such a resolution. 
Lipps stressed 
the fact th at w ith the m ajority of 
local leaders now in favor of keep­ 
ing incorporation, a w ay should be

Concerning the reduction in 
rates, which will soon become 
fective in m any Southern California 
cities including Palm Springs, effect­ 
ing a saving of $1,300,00 to consum ­ 
ers. A. B. MacBeth, president of the 
Southern California Gas Company, 
said:
